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On«t night during this lour day n?»r-tlng, thp.ci^ indivi- 
duals and RQver*ad FOWLER s<®vsral houfra in Gen'jral V/ALKER's 

room discussing various matters, yhich lusluddd th? assassination 
of President KEI«IEDY. During this discussion. General WALICER | 
stated LEE OSWALD had shot at him and deliberately miss;^d as 
part of a prearranged plan by the Communists. Ha stated the 
Communists felt that if he, WALKER, a conservative, vere also 
shot at, this mould make his shooting and that of President 
IGSIiHEDY appear as tho viork of a crank. Reverend FOV/LER stated 
Dr. PENABAE mas in complete agreement mith General V/ALKER's 
theory in this reesard. 

Reverend FOULER stated that during the lour day m^et- 
lag in Shreveport, Louisiana, he had been told by Dr. PINAB^VZ f 
that the assassination of President KENNEDY arose from an agree- 
ment between President KEIINEDY and Premier KHRUSHCHEV lor the 
elimination of FIDEL CASTRO mltb the provision that Cuba mould 
remain Communistic.

Reverend FOV/LER stated information portalning to the 
agreement between Premier OISUSHCHSV and President ICENKEDY aud 
LEE 0SV7ALD's trip to Cuba and his return to the United States 
with $10,000 h 2 LS appeared in an article In "National Roview", 
a publication oat of New York City. Reverend FOV/LER atat^d 
the "National Review" article Indicated that a "New York Timss" 
reporter, bad obtained, from a very good source, the story 
about OSWALD'S trip to LIozlco and hla subsequent return to tho 
United States with $10,000. The reporter reportedly hod called 
tho story in to the "Now York Tlmos" and It was prepared for 
publication but was then mysteriously withheld and was never 
published. Reverend FOV/LER stated be did not learn the reason 
for the withholding of this article. 

Roverend FOl'/LEB stated that OSV/ALD, on his reUrn from 
Cuba, was accompanied by one QUENTIN PINO, a Cuban or Uoxican 
who now resides in Texas, who was to taka OSWALD to Cuba after 
the assassination. 
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After &Loori'.-.g President KENNEDY, OSWALD has to 
foilo'-v an escape plan wfcic.h called for Li® to wear a jacket 
of a particular color and after tts sLootisg ba was to take 
a tasicab to a location near tha home of JACK RUBY. TLsn while 
walking toward RUBY’» tonia he was to be picked up by a repreaent- 
ativa of PINO and then bs taken to Cuba. Rsveroad FOWLER stated 
he had been anformed by Dr. PENABAZ that 0S:7ALD did not wear a 
j icket of the prescribed color and therefore was not picked up 
by Pino's representative.

Reverend FOWLER also stated the garage mechanic who 
furnished information regarding OST/AID entering the Dallas, 

Teixas, theater after the assassination has since been myster- 
iously killed. 

Reverend FOWLER stated that Dr. PENAB<:V3 informed him 
he had received his information regarding the agreement between 
Premier KHRUSHCHEV and Preeldeat KEIINLOY, CASTRO's reaction and 
the trip by LLE OSWALD to Usaico and Cuba, and bis subsequent 
rerura to the Unites States with $10,000 in the company of 
QUENTIN PIKO from one of his good friends in Cuba. 

Reverend FOWLER stated that during conversations In 
General WALKER'S room in Shreveport, Louisiana, General WALKER 
informed the group that LEE OSWALD and JACK RUBY were two of
